NEW YORK. X. Y.. March 5. The story of Hr. 
•T. D. Xeet. of Versailles. Ky.. and the mines Cin- 
derella and Tarantella should In: an incentive to 
every man witli facilities for keeping even a single 
thoroughbred matron to engage in what is one of 
the most fascinating occupations in connection with 
the soil-blood horse production. 

Dr. Neel was regularly engaged in the practice 
of medicine, tint having that love for the thorough- 
bred which is the heritage of all Kentuckians, lie 
determined to buy a few mares and send them to 
tin* liest horses in his neighborhood. He attended a 
sale of bloodstock at Lexington, promoted by tlie 
fat** William Easton, at that time head of Tatter- 
sail’s of America, and an auctioneer of rare powers. 
Hr. Xeet bought a pair of three -year- old tillies in 
the consignment of Alfred Withers of England. 
They had some of tin- best English strains of blood 
iu their pedigrees, Cinderella, a bay in color, being 
by Tomahawk or Blue Kniu. dam Manna, by Brown 
Bread, while the eliestnut Tarantella was a daugh- 
ter of Peter, by Hermit, front tientle Zitella. by 
Blair Athol. This pair of young English mares cost 
the country physician less than $500, and iu the 
light of wbat they accomplished in the stud they 
must be reckoned among the greatest bargains iu 
tiie entire history of blood horse production, studded 
as it is with ronianee. 

Between them these mares, whose Humes will 
adorn the pages of the racing history of the t'nited 
Ntntes, produced no less than thirty-one foals. Of 
tills number Tarantella had eighteen. Cinderella 
had thirteen, and tint for her we would have no 
Man o' War, as one of her earliest foals was the 
fleet Hastings, sire of Fair Play, which in turn 
begot Man o’ War. the champion of his day. While 
Tarantella lias not exercised the same iutluenee to 
date on American breeding, she has given the turf 
many useful performers, ami some of her descend - 
ants in the femnle line through Ogden. Planitdes 
and Top Gallant are certain to be heard from in 
the future. 

It is a rare happening when a mare gives He* 
turf hi'ii good race horses, boili of which subse- 
quently become successful sires, but Cinderella ac- 
complished this, and she must Is- regarded as a 
modern Pocahontas through the excellence of her 
sons Hastings and Plaudit, b.v Spendthrift and 
Hiinyar respectively. Each of these horses raced 
with distinction, and in the stud were noted for 
their pre|>oteiiey. Hastings, foaled in 1S93. will 
always Is* remembered as a horse of great speed. 1 
but he could stay. too. as was demonstrated in his 
great struggle with Handspring for tiie Belmont 
stakes at Morris Park in 1896. It was the host 
race of the year, the colts running nose and nose all 
through the stretch. Handspring had bonteii the 
Belmont champion a head for the Withers Stakes 
at a mile, and the meeting of the pair in the longei 
race was eagerly awaited. Hastings came from 
behind Ills rival and won on the post. At the same 
meeting Ha slings won Hie Toboggan Handicap, 
then, as now. a sprinting classic at six furlongs. 

PLAUDIT GREAT RACE HORSE. 

Plaudit was also a first-class race horse, achiev- 
ing distinction by winning Hie Champagne Stakes 
with 127 pounds up, in addition to the Nursery 
Handicap, in which lie was allotted 123 pounds. 
The race, however, which set the seal of greatness 
upon his two-year-old career was when lie van- 
quished the redoubtable Ben Brush, then a four- i 
year-old and at the top of his form, in a handicap j 
at a mile and a sixteenth. Great things were proph- t 
esieil for him as a three-year-ohl and Plaudit jus- 
tified the good opinions of Ids admirers by winning ' 
tiie Kentucky and Oakley Iterbys as well as the] 
Clark and Buckeye Stakes 

The lest of a sire is bis ability to get a greater 
horse than himself, and this both Hastings and I 
Plaudit accomplished by fathering Fair Play and 
King James. Fair Play, in getting Man o’ War. i 
demonstrated his matchless prepotency, lint King 
James has yet to give Hie turf his equal in speed 
and courage. The greatness of Cinderella attested 
itself in foaling sin.-li horses ns Hastings and 
Plaudit to different sires, while sin* produced Hand- 
some and Glenheim, both stake winners, when 
muted with Hanover. Her daughter Slippers, l»y 
Meddler, is one of the most highly prized of the 
Whitney brood mares. 

Tarantella, whose record for fecundity lias sel- 
dom been equaled, threw winners indiscriminately, 
her eighteen foals lioing by fifteen different sires.; 
commencing with Jiis Johnson and winding up] 
w ith Planndos. Slie was first bred in lHSK. and I 
produced the filly Anatolia as the result of the! 
union with Pla nudes in 19011. Her best winner by | 
the records was Joe Madden, b.v Yankee, foaled j 
in 1900. when slip was twenty-one years old. This 
coil won the Belmont Stakes, the Brooklyn and Los ; 
Angeles Herbys and the Prospect Handicap at I 
three. Hi> winnings that year in the colors of; 
S. C. Hildreth a moii n toil to more than $40,000. 
1’enteeost. b.v Hastings, was a fast horse lint tin 
sound. He was second to Gold Heels in the ' 
Suburban and third to Ucina and Advance Guard 
in the Brooklyn Handicap when lie was a three . 
y car-old. Haudsel. by Hanover, won the White 
Plains Handicap anti other good races and was a ' 
wonder in the mud. lb* transmitted this qualify 
to his progeny in the stud. Peuuiy ami Whirl, by 1 
Spendthrift and Plaudit respectively, were fast, 
while Amalfi, by The Scribe, was one of the tough- 
est horses the American turf has ever known. He 
was fast, too, as was shown by his mile in 1 :3Cd t 
over Hie trotting course at Syracuse iu 1914. 

Hr. Xeet never had more than half a dozen mares, 
at a time, lint they had the run of ltat acres of blue i 
grass. He bred many winners in addition to those 
from Cinderella and Tarantella, hut those English 
mares are the ones that have made his name a j 
household word wherever the thoroughbred is kuowu.

PRUDERY AND LEONARDO II.

Some two hundred years ago Alexander Po|ie. tin* English poet, when asked by a Mrs. How “What 
is 1'ruderyV” wrote the following in answer to this question: 

“What is Prudery? 

'Tis a Bedlam. 

Seeu with wit. and beauty seldom, 

'Tis a Virgin bard of feature. 

Old and void of all good nature; 

Lean am! fretful: would seem wise; 

Yet plays tin* find before she dies.” 

Vert different ill the racing mail's understanding of Prudery in 1921 and. in the absence of a more 
accomplished versifier. 1 beg leave to offer the following as a sort of respectful perversion of Mr. Pope’s 
idea, and as representing racing sentiment: 

’Tis a fatuous racing lilly. 

Brown and buxom, tried and true; 

Site that sports tiie Brookdale colors — 

Dainty brown and bonny blue, 

Swift of foot, like Atalanta. 

Or an anteloja* as fleet: 

Wins her races in a canter — 

Good to back and bad to beat. 

In following Mr. Pope’s lead. T am only too sensible of liow far my humble effort falls short of Ha* 
merits <if the original. But I hazard nothing iu stating my Is-licf that, among racing people, a- betweeli 
li is Prudery and my Prudery, the hittel* is an odd- -on favorite. 

Prudery was “the filly of her year 1 192(M. unless iis records speak in vain, and we have the opinion 
of the astute Mr. Madden that “opinions die. but. records live.” It is jmitossible to compare horses of 
different years, but one should consider her an unusual Ally. She certainly outclassed her contemporaries 
to a greater degree than any Ally of recent years, and. wimt is more important, she beat the colts. As 
great a Ally as Spina way was m lssp. a twelfth penalty defeated her as did Kaskaskia in 1914 and 
Comedy in 1914. Regret carried it. hut she was ail exceptionally good Ally. In England the penalties in 
the flrst-elass -lakes for two-year-olds do not range quite us high as ours. 

Now. Prudery carried the topweight for Allies in six races of the eight for which she started. And 
of the eight starts she won six. In her first race at Belmont Park May 20 she beat her field handily 
at level weights. May 29 she conceded weight to all her field except Step Lightly, with whom she cur- 
ried level weights, and won iu hand. June Hi. at Jamaica, she won tin* Rosedale Stakes with 125 pounds 
up after liciug crowded on the rail. For the Saratoga Special. August 14. she was beaten a neck by her 
stable companion Tryster. with three pounds sex allowance. Tryster was “all out” to beat her b.v a 
head, and there were many who thought she should have won. as Rodriguez, ou Tryster. hampered her 
toward Hu* finish. For the Grand I'nion. August 21. she took up 127 pounds and beet Oriole. Normal and 
Dimmesdale. each 115 pounds, after being slojv to leave the barrier. For the Spina way Stake- \ aim < 
28, ««t't 127 pound*, -in* u.-Cc;-r*(i Step L.gotij. 112 pound-: N'iihi y lj?e. T27 poll no-, and others, gel Hug 
away sixth and after being crowded. 

GREATNESS OF PRUDERY IN HOPEFUL STAKES DEFEAT. 

Prudery’s greatest race was iu defeat, when -he rail second to Leonardo II. for Hie Hopeful Stakes. 
August 31. with 127 pounds, beaten only a nose bv laronardo II.. which had up only 115 pounds. When 
the harrier rose. Prudery was Hie last of the field of fifteen, while Leonardo II. took the lead almost 
immediately after the start. At tin* end of half a mile Prudery was fifth or sixth, but coining with such 
a finish as seldom is seen, she closed ou Leonardo II. and in the next stride after passing the post she 
was in advance of him. It was the judgment of nine people out of ten who saw tin* race that Prudery 
should have won. It was such a finish as one sees oin*e in many years. It reminded ns of Spendthrift’s 
great finish for tin* Lorillard Xtake^of 1x79. and what one had read of Mameluke’s and Lord Clifdeu’s 
St. I.oger finishes of 1S27 ami 1803. 

The fact that Prudery was made an odds on favorite for tin* Futurity is a sufficient indication of 
what tin* speculative public thought of her race for the Hopeful, But in tiie Futurity she was never 
prominent enough to In* dangerous. Sin* was about fourth or thereabouts at one time, hut fell away toward 
tin* finish. Sin* had 124 pounds ti|i — the highest weight of all the fillies. It was her last appearance of 
the season, and probably it was none too soon. 

Prudery’s claim as “the filly of tin* year" i> based mi substantial grounds. Sin* defeated Nancy Lee 
every time they met. Sin* defeated Step Lightly, tin* Futurity winner, four times, and in the Spinaway 
and Hopeful conceded Step Lightly fifteen pollings, sin* defeated Careful every time ttiey met. and tin- 
fillies mentioned were tin* best of the year, when Prudery is omitted. Prudery's failure for the Futurity 
l cannot explain, but it must not be forgotten that her Saratoga campaign immediately prior to tin* 
Futurity was severe, in the filial two weeks at Saratoga she ran four hard raise — the Special. Grand 
I'nion. Spinaway and Hopeful — with the highest weight in the saddle and against the liest two-year-olds 
of the year. There was only a week’s interval between tin* Special and Grand Union, and the Grand 
Union nut Spinaway. and only two days between tin* Spinaway and the Hopeful. Possibly the severe 
campaign had affected her vital energy, as a race over a straightaway, like the Futurity, is more likely 
to find a weak spot iu a horse than in a circular course. 

Prudery is a brown tilly with a broad blaze in her face: left hind pastern white. She lias a plain 
head and neck and good depth of barrel, but dips in her back — not to the extent of being hollow- backed 
— bur there is a distinct fall behind tin* saddle. She has a good development of quarters and gaskins, 
indicative of great propulsive power, and tier pasterns are verj long — a great thing for speed, but not 
for a long career. She is by Peter Pan — -Polly Flinders, by Burgomaster; second dam. Slippers, by Med 
dler: the dam. Cinderella (the dam of Hastings and Plaudit). Her sire. Peter i’au. is tin* son of another 
Cinderella, by Hermit, from Mazurka. Prudery would readily pass for a Hamburg filly. She has the 
same white blaze and that indented profile that made the Realization winner of 1898 so marked a char- 
acter. In appearance she has, seemingly, bred back to Hamburg, as In-r maternal grandsire was Ham- 
burg'- be-t son — the gigantic Burgomaster, the best two-year-old of 1905; a colt whose top was too 
heavy for his legs and shortened his career as a three -year -old. 

Leonardo IL’s first race at Empire City July 11 left no doubt that he was a Ityer of the lirst water. 
Indeed, we can recall no two-year-old since the days of tin* black whirlwind Tremont which could "get 
its feet” and start so quickly. It is saying a great deal, perhaps, hut not too much to say, that lie was 
iwsslbly quicker than Tremont, and for this reason: In Trent out’s time — 1880— there was no barrier. 

Horses were started by the flag and were in full action when tin* flag fell. Iii la-onardn H.’s year the 
harrier held the horses standing until it was released and arose it was a standing start. Accordingly, 
tn get away quickly was far easier in Tremnnt’s year than in Leonardo II. 's. That Leonardo II. 's merit 
laid not esea|n*d attention is evidenced by the fact that in his first race, notwithstanding hi* had never 
been seen in public, he was made a lint favorite. 

SPEED AND AGILITY WERE FORTES OF LEONARDO II. 

The field Leonardo II. defeated in his first race was not of the highest class Guv'iior and General 
Average finished second and third: fifteen in all. lint Leonardo II. never left the race iu doubt, taking 

the lead ami beating Guv’iior ten lengths, pulled up. For his second race, at Saratoga August •'», which 

was also an overnight sweepstakes, fifteen started. They. too. were of moderate quality. Hildur being 
Hu* only one with any pretention to class. Ir was 7 to 10 Leonardo II. and fi to 1 Hildur. which led for 
half a mile, when Leonardo II. passed him, without any urging, and won with ridiculous ease by six 
lengths, in this race I.eonardo II. carried 10S pounds to Hildur'.- 110 — there was not more than seven 
or eight pounds between him and any of his field, hut the beating he gave them would not have been 
overcome iiad lie conceded twice that amount of weight. 

lasniardn IL’s third appearance was at Saratoga Augu-t 20. an overnight sweepstakes at five and 

one- Imlf furlongs. Ilis other races had been at five furlongs. Again, the field was of quality rather 

modern te. anil Leonardo II. was a favorite .-It 1 to 0, any odds against the others. When the barrier 

arose he dashed away and opened a long lead of as iiiueii a- eight lengths, hut Sihuttinger. seeing he had 

the others lieaten. eased his eolt at I in* finish, was three lengths ahead and under restraint. In tlii- race 
Leonardo II. carried 122 pound-. Muttikius. which tiui-hi-d second. 110 tmuiids; Polly Ann, the third, 112 
pound-; eleven started anil one or two carried u- little a- 105 pounds. 

Leonardo IL’s last race was the Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga August 31, over a three-quarter mile 
course, fifteen starting. It. was a higher class field than In* had ever met, hut that his stable had every 
confidence iu him tin* betting would indicate, as In* was as good a favorite as the Whitney trio — Prudery. 
Exodus and Dartmoor — i to to. The field comprised such good ones as Oriole. 115 jhiiiiiiI-: Nancy Ia*e, 
127: Stop Lightly. 112: Star Voter. 130; Grey Lag. 115: Intrigante. 112: Dimmesdale. 115: Touch Me Not! 
127: Smoke Screen. 122. Leonardo II. went off at a des|M*rate pais*, while Prudery and Nancy Lee were 
oil' last of all. At (lie end of a half mile Leonardo II. laid at least (wo lengths of lead, with Oriole fol- 
lowing. Prudery was alum I fifth or sixth and apparently out of it: but in the last hundred yards she 
closed on I^eouardo II. and all but won. In* beating her a nose, Oriole Imlf a length behind Prudery, 

which was ahead of Leonardo II. iu one stride after passing the po-t. 

That Leouurdo 11. aud Oriole both tired at the finish is the only way one can account for Prudery’s 
wonderful finish. She was -o far behind entering the last eighth that it is difficult to believe -he could 
otherwise have overcome the great lead Leonardo II. had at that point. If Leonardo II. did tire it would 
suggest the idea that he was not n stayer, as In- had not previously been asked to cover a full three- 
quarter mile course. Moreover, he had up only 115 |Kiunds to Prudery's 127 pounds, and it has been a 
rare occurrence when a filly at two years can concede twelve pounds, exclusive of sox allowance, to a

performers have come. It is a pedigree that would forbid the notion that Leonardo II. was a non-stayer. 
His dam. Ethel Pace. wa« the dam of Alfred Noble. Housemaid and other fa-t ones. He i- a well- 
balanced colt, rather long in Hie forehead, straight in outline of back, well ribbed to the coupling, with 
Plenty i.f power in tiie quarters. His leg- are well under him, which helps his quick starting. Taken 
altogether, he is a eolt of as great speed as any. hut he has yet to establish a reputation as a stayer.

SHREVEPORT. La., March 5. — Shreveimrl's in- 
augural race meeting came to a close this after- 
noon with another large attendance and In the 
crowd were many representative persons, includ- 
ing Mayor Ford and other notables of the munici- 
pality. The thirteen days’ meeting here had lieeu 
convincing of tin* fact that racing can 1 h* conducted 
successfully here. While no profits will accrue, still 
the loss was so small that it is not deserving of 
mention. The project of building a race track 
here is still receiving considerable attention and 
in all probability a new plant will Ik* constructed. 

Local interest in racing has developed gradually 
and the townfolk have taken a favorable view of 
racing followers. The merchants are -tout advo- 
cates and clamoring for a promise of a meeting 
next spring. 

The feature race, a five and a half furlong sprint, 
fell to End Mali, heavily supported locally on 
account of being a member of tiie Pelican Stable, 
owned by W. H. Rowe. His victory was hailed 
with enthusiasm. Hi* displayed a good order of 
-peed and turned iu hi- five and a half furlongs in 
1 :••»£.. a local track record aud a really excellent 
Perform niiec. Sea Cove followed him ek>— •*< and 

landed in second place from the fast coming Sandy 
11.. Kupid Day and Tableau d’Houneur, the ex- 
pected contenders finishing far tiaeg. Rapid Day 
in the early part of the race gave promise, but lie 
lost ground rapidly iu llie last eighth. 

E. W. Moore’s three-year-old Chief Barthell grad- 
n.-ited from the maiden ranks in Hie opener when 
lie won it easily. There was a near panic caused 
by the -importers of Little Niece in their eagerness 
lo place their wagers and they were a disappointed 
crowd when Hie Fariiiun & Fixer filly was prac- 
tically left, as a result of a had s-tarr.

Cinderella, a bay in color, being 
by Tomahawk or lllue Ruin, dam Manna, by Brown 
Bread, while the chestnut Tarantella was a daugh- 
ter of Peter, by Hermit, from C.entle Zitella. by 
Blair Athol. This pair of young English mares cost 
the country physician less than *500, and in the 
light of what they accomplished in the stud they 
must he reckoned among the greatest bargains in 
the entire history of blood horse production, studded 
as it is with romance. 1 

Between them these mares, whose names will 
adorn the pages of the racing history of tlie United 
States, produced no less than tliirty-one foals, of 
this number Tarantella had eighteen. Cinderella 
had thirteen, and but for her we would have no 
Mnn o' War, as one of Iter earliest foals was the 
fleet Hastings, sire of Fair Play, which in turn 
begot Man o' War. the champion of his day. While 
Tarantella lias not exercised tile same influence to 
date on American breeding, she lias given the turf 
many useful performers, and some of her descend- 
ants iu the female line through Ogden. Plumule-. 
ami Top Gallant are eertain to be heard from in 
the future. 

It is a rare happening when a mare gives the 
turf two good race horses, both of which subse- 
quently become sueeessful sires, hut Cinderella ac- 
complished this, and she must lie regarded as a 
modern Pocahontas through the excellence of her 
sons Hastings anil Plaudit, by S|iendllirift and 
Himyar respectively. Each of these horses raced 
with distinction, and in the stud wore noted for 
their prepotency. Hastings, foaled in 1X93. wiil 
always lie remembered as a horse of great speed , 
but he could stay. too. as was demonstrated in his 
great struggle with llaiHlsjiring for tlie Belmont 
Mtakes at .Morris Park ill 189*1. It was the best 
race of flic year, the colts running nose and nose all 
through the stretch. Handspring had beaten the 
Belmont champion a head for the Withers Stakes 
at a mile, and the meeting of the pair in tlie loiigei 
race was eagerly awaited. Hastings eaiue from 
liehind his rival and won on the post. At the same 
meeting Hastings won the Toboggan Handicap, 
then, as now. a sprinting classic at six furlongs. 

PLAUDIT GREAT RACE HORSE. 

Plaudit was also a first -class race horse, achiev- 
ing distinction by winning tiie Champagne Stakes 
with 137 pounds up. in addition to the Nursery 
Handicap, in which lie was allotted 123 pounds. 
The race, however, which set the seal of greatness 
upon his two-year-old career was when he van- 
Uiilshed the redoubtable Beu Brush, then a four- 
year-old and at the top of his form, in a handicap 
at a mile and a sixteenth. Great things were proph- 
esied for him as a tliree-year-olil and Plaudit jus- 
tified the good opinions of Ills admirers by winning 
the Kentucky and Oakley Derbys as well as the 
Clark and Buckeye Stakes. 

The test of a sire is his ability to get a greater 
horse than himself, and this both Hastings anil 
Plaudit accomplished by fathering Fair Play and 
King James. Fair Play, in getting Man o’ AVar. 
demonstrated his matchless prepotency, hut King 
Janies lias yet to give the turf his eipial in speed 
and courage. The greatness of Cinderella attested 
itself in foaling such horses as Hastings and 
Plaudit to different sires, while she produced Hand- 
some and Olenheim, both stake winners, when 
mated with Hanover. Her daughter Slippers, by 
Meddler, is one of the most highly prized of the 
Whitney brood mares. 

Tarantella, whose record for fecundity has sel- 
dom been et|ualed. threw winners indiscriminately, 
her eighteen foals being by fifteen different sires, 
commencing with -lils Johnson and winding up 
with Plumules. Slie was first bred in 1888. and 
produced the filly Anatolia as the result of the 
union with Plumules in 1909. Her best winner by 
the records was Joe Madden, by Yankee, foaled 
in 190ti. when she was twenty-one years old. This 
colt won the Belmont Stakes, the Brooklyn ami Lo> 
Angoles Derbys and the Prospect Handicap at 
three. His winnings that year in the colors of 
X. C. Hildreth amounted to more than *10.000. 
Pentecost, by Hastings, was a fast liorse but uu- 
>01111(1 He was second to Gold Heels in the 
■Suburban and third to Ueina and Advance Guard 
in the Brooklyn Handicap when In- was a three- 
} ear-old. Handsel, by Hanover, won tlie White 
Plains Handicap and other good races and was a 
wonder in the mud. He transmitted this quality 
to his progeny in the stud. Penuiy and Whirl, by 
Spendthrift and Plaudit respectively, were fast, 
while Amalfi, by The Scribe, was one of the tough- 
est iiorses the American turf has ever known. He 
was fast, too. as was shown by his mile in 1 :3d 1 4 
over the trotting course at Syracuse iu 1914. 

Dr. Xeet never had more than half a dozen mares 
at a time, hut they had the run of lllll acres of blue 
grass. He hriil uiauy winners iu addition to those 
from Cinderella and Tarantella, hut those English 
mares are the ones that have made tiis name a 
household wonl wherever the thoroughbred is known

Some two hundred years ago Alexander I'ope. the English poet, when asked by a Mrs. How “Wliat 
is Prudery V” wrote the following iu answer to this question: 

“What is Prudery? 

’Tis a Bedlam. 

Seen with wit and beauty seldom. 

'Tis a A'irgin hard of feature. 

Old and void of all good nature; 

Lean and fretful: would seem wise; 

A'et plays the fool boforo site dies.” 

Vcrj different in the racing mail's understanding of Prudery in 1921 and. in the absence of a more 
accomplished versitier. I beg leave to offer the following as a sort of respectful perversion of Mr. Pope’s 
idea, and as representing racing sentiment: 

’Tis a famous racing lilly. 

Brown anil buxom, tried and true; 

She that sports the Brnokdule colors — 

Dainty brown and bonny blue. 

Swift of foot, like Atalanta, 

Or an antelope as Heet: 

AA'ins her races in a canter— 

Good to hack and had to beat. 

In following Mr. Pope’s lead. I am only too sensible of liow far my bumble effort falls short of the 
merit> of the original. But I hazard nothing in stating my belief that, among racing people, a> iietweeh 
his Prudery and my Prudery, the latter i> an odd- -on favorite. 

Prudery was “the filly of her year (19201, unless iis records speak in vain, and we have the opinion 
of the astute Mr. Madden that ‘‘opinions die, hut records live.” It is impossible to compare horses of 
different years, hut one should consider her an unusual Ally. She certainly outclassed her contemporaries 
to a greater degree than any filly of recent years, and. what is more important, she beat the colts. As 
great a filly as Spinaway was in 1X80. a twelfth penalty defeated her as did Kaskaskia in 1914 and 
Comedy in 1914. Regret carried it. hut she was an exceptionally good filly. Iu England the penalties in 
the first-class stakes for two-year-olds do not range quite as high as ours. 

Now. Prudery carried the topweiglit for tillies in six races of the eight for which she started. And 
of the eight starts she won six. In her first race at Belmont Park May 2t> slie heat her field handily 
at level weights. May 29 she conceded weight to all her field except Step Lightly, with whom she car- 
ried level weights, and won in hand. June HI. at Jamaica, she won the Rosedale Stakes with 125 pounds 
up after lieiug crowded on the rail. For the Saratoga Special, August 14. she was beaten a neck by her 
stable companion 'Oyster, with three pounds sex allowance. Tryster was “all out” to heat her by a 
head, and there were many who thought she should have won. as Rodriguez, oil Tryster. hampered her 
toward tlie finish. For the Grand Union, August 31. she took up 127 pounds and beat Oriole. Normal and 
Dimmesdale, each 115 pounds, after lieiug slojv to leave the ha rri-r. For the Spinaway Stake- A turn i 
29. \\iei 127 pounds, she ui-tej-t-d Step L.gnCv. 11- pounds: Nut.i v Ij-c. 127 poll mi and Olliers, gctf'ug 
away sixth and after being crowded. 

GREATNESS OF PRUDERY IN HOPEFUL STAKES DEFEAT. 

Prudery’s greatest race was iu defeat, when she ran second to Leonardo II. for the Hopeful Stakes. 
August 31. with 127 pounds, beaten only a nose bv Leonardo II.. which had up only 115 pounds. When 
the barrier rose. Prudery was tlie last of the field of fifteen, while Leonardo II. took the lead almost 
immediately after Ihe start. At tile end of half a mile Prudery was fifth or sixth, but coining with such 
a finish as seldom is seen, she closed oil Leonardo II. anil in the next stride after passing tlie post she 
was in advance of him. It was the judgment of nine people out of ten who saw the race that Prudery 
should have won. It was such a finish as one sees on<-e in many years. It reminded iis of Spendthrift's 
great finish for the Lorillard Stakeout' 1X79. and what one hail read of Mameluke's and Lord Clifdeu’s 
St. Leger finishes of 1X27 and 18*13. 

The fact that Prudery was made an odds oil favorite for the Futurity is a sufficient indication of 
what tlie speculative public thought of her race for the Hopeful. Hut in the Futurity she was never 
prominent enough to lie dangerous. She was about fourth or thereabouts at one time, hut fell away toward 
the finish. Slie had 124 pounds up — the higlie>t weight of all the fillies. It was lier last appearance of 
the season, and probably it was none too soon. 

Prudery’s claim as “the filly of the year” is based on substantial grounds. She defeated Nancy Lee 
every lime they met. She defeated Step Lightly, the Futurity winner, four times, and in tlie Spinaway 
and Hopeful conceded Step Lightly fifteen polling. She defeated Careful every time they met. and (In- 
fillies mentioned were the best of the year, when Prudery is omitted. Prudery’s failure for the Futurity 
I cannot explain, but it must not Is- forgotten that her Saratoga campaign immediately prior to the 

Futurity was severe. In the final two weeks at Saratoga she rail four hard races — the Special. Grand 

Union. Spinaway and Hopeful — with the highest weight iu the saddle and against the liest two-year-olds 
of the year There was only a week's interval lietween the Special anil Grand Union, and tlie Grand 
Union and Spinaway. and only two days between the Spinaway and the Hopeful. Possibly the severe 
campaign had affected her vital energy, as a race over a straightaway. like the Futurity, is more likely 
to find a weak spot in a horse than iu a circular course. 

Prudery is a brown filly with a broad blaze iu her face: left hind pastern white. She has a plain 
head anil neck and good depth of barrel, hut dips in her back — not to the extent of being hollow-hacked 
- hut there is a distinct full lu-hind the saddle. She has a good development of quarters and gaskins. 
indicative of great propulsive power, and her pasterns are very long — a great tiling for speed, hut not 

for a long career. She is by Peter I’an — Polly Flinders, by Burgomaster; second dam. Slippers, by Med 

•ller: tin- dam. Cinderella (the dam of Hastings and Plaudit). Her sire, Peter Pan. is tin- son of another 
Cinderella, by Hermit, from Mazurka. Prudery would readily pass for a Hamburg filly. She has the 
same white blaze and that indented profile that made the Realization winner of 1898 so marked a char- 
acter. In appearance she Inis, seemingly, bred hack to Hamburg, as her maternal graiulsire was Ham- 
burg's liest son — the gigantic Burgomaster, the liest two-year-old of 1905; a colt whose top was too 
heavy for his legs and shortened his career as a three-year-old. 

Leonardo II. 's first race at Empire City July It left no doubt that lie was a flyer of the first water. 
Indeed, we can recall no two-year-old since the days of the black whirlwind Treniont which could "get 
iis feet” and start so quickly. It is saying a great deal, perhaps, hut not too much to say. that lie was 
Itossibly quicker than Trcinout. and for Ibis reason: In Treuiont’s time — 1886 — there was no barrier. 

Horses were started by the flag and were in full action when the flag fell. In la-ouardo II. ’s year the 
harrier held the horses standing until it was released and arose it was a standing start. Accordingly, 
to get away quickly was far easier in Treinont’s year than in Leonardo II. ’s. That Leonardo II. ’s merit 
had not escaped attention is evidenced by the fact that in his first race, notwithstanding he bad never 
been seen in public, be was made a hot favorite. 

SPEED AND AGILITY WERE FORTES OF LEONARDO II. 

Tin* field Leonardo II. defeated iu his first race was not of the highest class Giiv'nor and General 
Average finished second and third; fifteen in all. hut Leonardo II. never left the race iu doubt, taking 
the b-ad and heating Giiv’nor ten lengths, pulled up. For his second race, at Saratoga August •'•. which 
was also an overnight sweepstakes, fifteen started. They, too. were of moderate quality, Hildur lieiug 
• he only one with any pretention to class. It was 7 to to Leonardo II. and <1 to 1 Hildur. which led for 

half a mile, when Leonardo 11. passed him, without any urging, and won with ridiculous ease liy six 

lengths. In this race Leonardo II. carried 108 pounds to Hibltir’s 111) — there was not more than seven 
or eight pounds between him and any of lii> field, but the beating lie gave them would not have been 
overcome had he conceded twice that amount of weight. 

I -commie II.’s third appearance was at Saratoga August 20. an overnight sweepstakes at five and 
one- half furlongs. His other races had been at five furlongs. Again, the field was of quality rattier 
moderate, and Leonardo II. was a favorite -It 1 to •!. any odds against the others. When tlie barrier 

arose lie dashed away and opened a long lead of as much as eight lengths, lint Sclmttinger. seeing he had 

tlie others Is-aten. eased Ills colt at Hie finish, was three lengths ahead and under restraint. In this race 
Leonardo II. carried 122 pounds. Muttikius. which finished second. 110 |K>unds; Polly Ann. the third, 112 
pounds; eleven started and one or two carried us little as 105 pounds. 

Leonardo II.’s last race was the Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga August 31. over a three-quarter mile 
course, fifteen starting. It. was a higher class field than he had ever met, hut that his stable had every 
confidence in him the betting would indicate, as he was as good a favorite as the Whitney trio — Prudery, 

Exodus and Dartmoor— 7 to 10. The field coin prised such good as Oriole. 115 ]H>itiiil>: Nancy Lee, 

127: Step Lightly. 112: Star A’oter. 130; Grey Lag. 115: Intrigante. 112: Dimmesdale, 113: Touch Me Not! 
127: Smoke Screen. 122. Leonardo II. went off at a desperate pace, while Prudery and Nancy Lee were 
off last of all. At the end of a half mile Leonardo II. had at least two lengths of lead, with Oriole fol- 
lowing. Prudery was about fifth or sixth and apparently out of it: but in the last hundred yards she 
closed on Leonardo II. and all hut won. lie heating her a nose, oriole half a length behind Prudery, 

which was ahead of Leonardo II. in one stride after passing the post. 

That Leonardo II. and oriole both tired at the finish is the only way one can account for Prudery’s 
wonderful finish. She was so far liehind entering the last eighth that it is difficult to believe she could 
otherwise have overcome tlie great lead Leonardo II. had at that point. If Leonardo II. did lire it would 
suggest the idea that lie was not a stayer. a> lie had not previously been asked to cover a full three- 
quarter mile course. Moreover, lie find up only 115 pounds to Prudery’s 127 isuinds. and it has been a 
rare occurrence when a filly at two years can concede twelve pounds, exclusive of sox allowance, to a 
colt of high class. The conclusion, then, would Is- that if IaKinardo II. did not lire and lo>e ground at 
tic- finish. Prudery's second for the Hopeful was one of the greatest races ever run by a two-year-old 

lilly in this country, and. if 1-conardo II. did tire, he is a non-stayer. 

Leonardo II. is a brown eqlt. by Sweep from Ethel Pace, by Troubadour, grauddam Sunbeam. l»v 
Hindoo: third dam. Manhattan, by Leamington : fourth dam. Mr. John Hunter's old marc Columbia, by 

Glencoe, and tracing to Maria West the family from which Regret. Thunderer and so many excellent 

performers have come. It is a pedigree that would forbid the notion that Leonardo II. was a non-stayer. 
His dam. Ethel Pace, was the. dam of Alfred Noble. Housemaid and other fast ones. lie is a well- 
balanced colt, rather long in the forehead, straight in outline of hack, well ribbed to the coupling, with 
plenty of power in the quarters. His |cg> are well under him, which helps his quick starting. Taken 
altogether, lie is a colt of as great speed as any. hut lie has yet to establish a reputation as a stayer. 

Leonardo II. races in the colors of the Xalapa Farm, llis owner is not a novice. lie rai'cil horses 
more than twenty years ago. in the interval his love of the sport never faltered and lie returned to it 
1 * 1*011 a scale that realized his dreams. 1 have purposely omitted to quote his name as I believe that

the space of five weeks. He is called Lc Petit Mos- 
sieit, and belongs to C'apt. Felix Petit. 

ltayodee. a seven-year-ohl horse by Bayardo — 
Cheshire Cat, by Tarporley, which sold for $7,800 
as a yearling, was recently sold at auction in Lon- 
don for $1(35. lie is a half-brother to the good 
English handicap horse Real well, by Mareovil, now 
in India. 

It is likely that K. I'arriugton, the Toronto boy, 
a nal a brother to Tommy I'arriugton, jockey, will 
do most of the riding for the Biddings- Brenner 
combination this year. He demonstrated last year 
that he has the earmarks of a rider, and will bo 
given a further opportunity. 

The death is aunouuced of the well-known French 
sportsman, M. Petit le Roy. He was keen on 
racing, and, securing Malgache from a claiming 
race, won a scries of events, which would have 
culminated in a victory in the Grand Prix dc Deau- 
ville but for the intervention of Le Raney. 

The death has taken place in France of Mr 
Charles James Spencer, a well-known sportsman, at 
the age of 49. He was for 22 years sporting 
correspondent to the Paris newspaper Le Jockey, 
secretary to the trainers and jockeys’ club of Lanor- 
laye, and handicapper for the pigeon shooting club 
of Chantilly.

One Hundred Years Old. 



Among the larger breeding studs in France is the 
De \ idol establishment of Mr. M. A. Aumont at 
Beaiivron-in-Auge. Situated in the beautiful valley 
of d’Auge. the estate is unique in the annals of the 
French turf. .)ne hundred and one years ago, in 
1*20. it was acquired by Mr. A. Aumont. and In 
1*42 his son. Mr. Alexander Aumont, the grand- 
father of the present owner, founded the first breed- 
ing stud, which Inis continued uninterruptedly, de- 
spite revolutions ami wars, until the present day. 

From its earliest inception the stable lieeame 
noticeable for the excellence of its bloodstock. Vic- 
tot. Mustnpli.i. Cava Hue, Fitz Emelins. Portlios and 
Beggarmun, which won many races in England, 
being among its denizens. 

Mr. Aumont purchased from Comte de Lagrange 
the great stallion Mon.-irqtic. the sire of Gladiateur. 
Here also was foaled Filz Gladiator, by Gladiateur, 
his dam. Zerali. an English mare, and from this 
family is descended 124 products, including Vert u- 
gadin, Ihe sire of Saxifrage: (’outran. Compeigne. 
(Ophelia, Moiitagii.ard. Gabrielle d’Estroes and Mon 
Etoile. 

After the Franco-Prussian War. in 1*71. Mr. Patti 
Aumont augmented Ihe stable, and subsequently 
Trncadero. Saxifrage and Siinonian added glory and 
many victories to its credit. The history of the last 
decade is the history of the triumphs of such horses 
as Tere hri'llse, Moimrque II.. Mile, de Senlis. Cami- 
sole. La Franchise ;(tHl Nimlms. all of which have 
added glories to De Victot.

JUMPERS’ SCHOOL AT BOWIE 



Cant Kost, Candle, Canso and Nonus Being 
Educated for Steeplechasing. 



BALTIMORE, Mil., Mnrch 5. — Richard Pending, 
superintendent of the Bowie course, is developing 
a jumper which may give a good account of him- 
self in the steeplechasing of the coming spring 
season. The horse is Cant Kost, hy Cantilever - 
lvoster Girl, imported to the United States hy ('. E. 
Clement, a Marylander. Cant Kost's sire was a 
famous distance runner in England, defeated 
Tracery in the Jockey Club Stakes of 1913, and last 
year sent lo the English races a three-year-old 
filly called Bracket, which won tlie Cesa rewitch in 
3:40%, the fastest time on record for two and a 
quarter miles. Bracket's record was two and three- 
fifths seconds better than the American record 
Ethclhert made when lie won the Brighton t up of 
1900. Ethelbert holds the American record for two 
and a quarter miles. 

Cant Kost is a bay. well proportioned and sound. 
Pending won flat races with him at Hagerstown 
and Timoninm last year and decided late last fall 
tn put him through the field. There is no steeple- 
chase course at Bowie, so Pending, who was a 
steeplechase rider of skill before he lieeame the 
track superintendent, constructed three steeple- 
chase jumps of the regulation height and width 
after the fashion of the conventional “Liverpool.” 
Cant Kost has taken these fences twenty five or 
thirty times in the course of the winter with Pend- 
ing on his back and has yet to make his first mis- 
take. He fences naturally, and Pending will make 
engagements for him in cross -country races to lie 
run in Maryland and about New York. 

There are three other jumiiers schooling well in 
Pending's abbreviated field. They are Candle, 
Nunns and Canso of Ihe Forman stable. Candle 
is a veteran. Canso was one of Commander Boss’ 
importations of a few years ago. Nonus is a four- 
year-old that raced in Maryland last fall.

5. Now I lie ancestress of No. 16 Family, known 
as sister to Strijiling. by Hutton's Snot. was. ac- 
cording to all known records, foaled alsjut ten years 
earlier than Julia, by Blank, to whom Family No. 
1 owes the greater part of its success. The number 
of winning horses for No. 1 Family in 1920 stands 
at 140: but were we to exclude Julia's descendants 
this uumber would be reduced to six. 

\Ve are constantly told that the success of No. 1 
Family is due to the fact that it is stronger nu- 
merically than the other families in the General 
Stud Book. Stronger it most certainly is, but no 
one eau say that it has not earved its own way to 
success. It lots been open to the other families to 
succeed, and we cannot tell hut that in auother 
forty or fifty years the families now at tlie bottom 
may ’ lie at the top, and vice versa. Injudicious 
mating may at any time cause the leading families 
to decline, and although Paraffin amt Sunshine arc 
nseful enough commodities in their way. No. 1 

Family has not the monopoly of this sort of thing, 
as evidenced by Miss Agues in No. 16 Family. 
Maid of Xiasliam in No. 9. Alice Hawthorn in No. 
4, Lady Moore Curew ill No. 13. Queen Mary in No. 
10, and we eannot leave out Diversion and Seclusion 
iu No.. 5. Success brings success.
